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THE  LIBERTY  BELL 

Celebrated  in  our  school  books  as  the  first  bell  to  ring 
in  jubilation  over  the  adoption  of  the  Declaration  of  In- 
dependence, July  U,  1776,  the  "Liberty  Bell"  now  reposes 
in  the  hallway  of  the  Old  State  House,  Philadelphia. 

On  each  anniversary  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence, 
the  bell  was  rung,  until  1835  when  it  (Tracked.  Throughout 
America  today,  the  Liberty  Bell  has  a  silent,  but  deep  and 
lasting  authority.  It  is  a  symbol  of  Freedom  from  Op- 
pression and  has  an  immortal  significance  for  all  loyal 
citizens.  In  a  word,  the  Bell  is  politically  sacred.  It  is  a 
part  of  the  tradition  which  has  made  this  nation  the 
greatest  in  the  world. 


THE  STATUE  OF  LIBERTY 

Presented  by  France  to  America  in  commemoration  of 
the  centenary  of  American  Independence,  the  famed  Statue 
of  Liberty  stands  on  Bedloe's  Island,  New  York  Bay,  a 
symbol  of  freedom,  and  friendliness  to  all  the  world. 

It  stands,  "not  like  the  brazen  giant  of  Greek  fame, 
with  conquering  limbs  astride  from  land  to  land," — but 
rather  like  a  Mother  to  the  oppressed,  the  exiled,  and  the 
poor— indeed,  a  "New  Colossus." 

Designed  by  Frederick  Auguste  Bartholdi,  the  Statue 
was  completed  in  Paris  in  1883.  It  required  the  aid  of  60 
men  working  for  nearly  10  years  to  finish  the  huge  monu- 
ment. It  was  built  in  a  huge  iron  workshop  designed  by 
M.  Eiffel  (of  Eiffel  tower  fame),  and  various  sections 
were  shipped  across  the  ocean  in  a  man-of-war.  It  weighs 
more  than  100  tons,  is  made  of  iron  and  copper,  towers 
151  feet  above  the  harbor,  and  cost  the  French  people 
about  $600,000. 


FRIEZE,  BY  THORWALDSEN 

Beautiful  in  conception  and  impressive  in  execution,  the 
friezes  depicted  in  the  front  and  back  of  this  volume  of 
The  Oaks  are  sketches  drawn  by  Harry  Tanner  and  Esther 
Miner,  art  students.  The  original  of  the  friezes  now  (at 
least  before  World  War  II)  reposes  in  Copenhagen, 
Denmark. 

Titled  "The  Triumphal  Entry  of  Alexander  into  Baby- 
lon", the  frieze  was  created  by  the  sculptor  Thorwaldsen 
in  honor  of  Napoleon's  visit  to  Rome  in  1812.  The  first 
portion  symbolizes  the  quiet,  peaceful  life  of  the  people  of 
Babylon — the  camel  in  the  market  place,  the  fisherman  on 
the  river  bank,  the  shepherd  with  his  sheep. 

Upon  hearing  of  the  approach  of  Alexander,  the  people, 
led  by  their  conquered  general,  Mazaeus,  hasten  to  meet 
him  with  gifts  of  horses  and  wild  animals.  The  whole 
procession  is  preceded  by  the  Genius  of  Peace  bearing  an 
olive  branch.  Then  Alexander  appears  in  his  chariot  driven 
by  a  Winged  Victory.  A  host  of  footsoldiers  and  horsemen 
follow  Alexander  who  stands  looking  back  at  them  over 
his  shoulder.
